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Abstract of JP2001313750 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a 
high oper ability by discriminating specific 
picture data from received picture data to 
output these data at arbitrary timings 
respectively. SOLUTION: Plural storages 
boxes where received picture data are 
stored are included. One of them is used as 
a box 181 for emergency output, and FAX 
numbers of transmitters for memory 
reception are previously stored in this box 
181 for emergency output. At the time of 
facsimile reception, the FAX number of the 
transmitter is obtained together with picture 
data, and picture data are received in the 
box 181 for emergency output or an 
unspecified reception box 183 in 
accordance with this FAX number. Picture 
data received in the box 181 for emergency 
output 181 are immediately outputted. 
Picture data received in the unspecified 
reception box 183 are outputted when an 
operator gives an output instruction.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Two or more storage boxes which are the facsimile apparatus which can receive the 
transmitting person information which shows a transmitting person with image data, and memorize 
the image data which received, A specific transmitting person setting storage means to relate specific 
transmitting person information with either of said two or more storage boxes, and to memorize it, A 
reception-control means to distinguish the received transmitting person information based on the 
specific transmitting person information memorized by said specific transmitting person setting 
storage means, and to store the image data which received in either of said two or more storage 
boxes, Facsimile apparatus characterized by equipping the recording paper etc. with the output 
means in which an output is possible for the image data memorized in said storage box to 
predetermined timing for every box. 

[Claim 2] It is the facsimile apparatus according to claim 1 constituted so that at least one of said the 
storage boxes might be a box for an urgent output and said output means might output the image data 
memorized in said box for an urgent output instancy. 

[Claim 3] Said output means is the facsimile apparatus according to claim 1 or 2 constituted so that 
the image data memorized in said each storage box might be outputted to the recording paper etc., 
when an operator did output directions for every box. 

[Claim 4] Said output means is the facsimile apparatus according to claim 1 to 3 constituted so that 
the image data memorized in said storage box might be outputted to the predetermined time of day 
which the operator directed beforehand for every box. 

[Claim 5] Said specific transmitting person setting storage means is facsimile apparatus according to 
claim 1 to 4 in which correlation with said same storage box is possible about said two or more 
specific transmitting person information. 

[Claim 6] Facsimile apparatus [ equipped with an elimination means to eliminate the image data 
memorized in said storage box according to directions of a user, without outputting to the recording 
paper etc. with said output means ] according to claim 1 to 5. 

[Claim 7] Said transmitting person information is facsimile apparatus according to claim 1 to 6 
which is a transmitting person's telephone number information.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to facsimile apparatus equipped with the so-called 

memory reception function. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In facsimile apparatus, the image data which received is once 
memorized on memory with development of a digitization technique, and facsimile apparatus 
equipped with the so-called memory reception function which reads image data from this memory 
behind, and carries out a printed output to the recording paper etc. has spread. Conventionally, such 
memory reception is performed, when as follows. 

[0003] The 1st is a time of energy-saving mode being set up in facsimile apparatus equipped with the 
energy-saving mode function, with this energy-saving mode function, all received data are 
considered as memory reception at Nighttime etc. for the purpose of reducing the power 
consumption which the preheating of a printed output means etc. mainly takes — it is. When this 
energy-saving mode is canceled, the image data by which memory reception was carried out into 
energy-saving mode is usually put in block, and a printed output is carried out. 

[0004] The 2nd is a time (at the time of confidential reception) of receiving the image data by which 
confidential transmission was carried out in facsimile apparatus equipped with the confidential 
reception function. This confidential reception function sets up the imagination confidential 
receiving box according to everybody on the memory of receiving-side facsimile apparatus for the 
purpose of classifying the image data addressed to everybody, when two or more persons are sharing 
receiving-side facsimile apparatus, and it carries out memory reception in the confidential receiving 
box which the transmitting person side specified. When the user of each confidential receiving box 
does output directions, the printed output of the image data by which memory reception was carried 
out in each confidential receiving box is carried out. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the conventional facsimile apparatus, 
receiving-side equipment was not able to classify specific image data, such as urgent data, from the 
image data by which memory reception was carried out uniquely by above energy-saving mode 
functions or confidential reception functions, and the specific image data concerned was not able to 
be outputted to the timing of different arbitration from other image data. 

[0006] That is, since the image data by which memory reception was carried out will be altogether 
put in block and will be outputted when energy-saving mode is canceled, it cannot make the image 
data of specification [ receiving-side equipment ] output to the timing of arbitration in the above- 
mentioned energy-saving mode. 

[0007] Moreover, since the above-mentioned confidential reception function is a function in which 
the image data which received only within the case where the transmitting side specifies the 
confidential receiving box of a receiving side is classified, receiving-side equipment cannot classify 
uniquely the image data by which confidential transmission is not carried out. Furthermore, since a 
confidential transceiver function is performed by the non-standard protocol, judgment of the 
receiving image data based on a confidential transceiver function is unrealizable if transmitting-side 
equipment and receiving-side equipment are not equipped with the confidential transceiver function 
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based on the same manufacturer's same specification. 

[0008] This invention is made in view of the above-mentioned technical problem, and aims at 
offering facsimile apparatus equipped with high operability by classifying specific image data from 
the image data which received, and outputting to the timing of arbitration. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Two or more storage boxes which this invention is the facsimile 
apparatus which can receive the transmitting person information which shows a transmitting person 
with image data, and memorize the image data which received in order to solve the above-mentioned 
technical problem, A specific transmitting person setting storage means to relate specific 
transmitting person information with either of said two or more storage boxes, and to memorize it, A 
reception-control means to distinguish the received transmitting person information based on the 
specific transmitting person information memorized by said specific transmitting person setting 
storage means, and to store the image data which received in either of said two or more storage 
boxes, It is characterized by equipping the recording paper etc. with the output means in which an 
output is possible for the image data memorized in said storage box to predetermined timing for 
every box. 

[0010] According to such facsimile apparatus, the image data which received is classified according 
to transmitting person information, and is memorized in two or more storage boxes, and the 
memorized image data is outputted to the recording paper etc. to predetermined timing for every 
box. For this reason, specific image data can be classified from the image data which received, it can 
output to the timing of arbitration, and, thereby, high operability can be acquired. 
[001 1] In such facsimile apparatus, at least one of said the storage boxes is a box for an urgent 
output, and, as for said output means, it is desirable to constitute so that the image data memorized in 
said box for an urgent output may be outputted instancy. 

[0012] If it does in this way, the image data asked for correspondence instancy can be made to 
output instancy by relating with said box for an urgent output the transmitting person information of 
a transmitting person with the high urgency which should be outputted instancy immediately. 
[0013] Moreover, when an operator does the output directions of the image data memorized in said 
each storage box for every box, said output means can be constituted so that it may output to the 
recording paper etc. 

[0014] Moreover, said output means can be constituted so that the image data memorized in said 
storage box may be outputted to the predetermined time of day which the operator directed 
beforehand for every box. 

[0015] Moreover, as for said specific transmitting person setting storage means, it is desirable to 
make possible correlation of said two or more specific transmitting person information with said 
same storage box. 

[0016] If it does in this way, the image data from a different transmitting person asked for the same 
output timing can be gathered in one storage box, and can be made to be able to memorize, and, 
thereby, it can suppress that the number of storage boxes increases beyond the need. 
[0017] Moreover, in such facsimile apparatus, it is desirable to have an elimination means to 
eliminate the image data memorized in said storage box according to directions of a user, without 
outputting to the recording paper etc. with said output means. 

[0018] If it does in this way, it can prevent that image data without the need for an output is 
outputted, and the recording paper etc. can be saved. Moreover, the loss of the time amount by 
outputting image data without the need for an output can be lost, and important image data can be 
outputted promptly. 

[0019] Moreover, in a transmitting person's telephone number information, then the facsimile 
transmission and reception which generally mind the telephone line, without using an original 
protocol etc., since a transmitting person's telephone number information is what is transmitted, said 
transmitting person information cannot be based on transmitting-side equipment, but can acquire 
transmitting person information simple. 
[0020] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The facsimile apparatus in 1 operation gestalt of this invention is 
explained. The functional-block configuration of the facsimile apparatus of this operation gestalt is 
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shown in drawing 1 . 

[0021] The whole control section 1 1 consists of CPUs etc., and controls the whole facsimile 
apparatus 10. The working-area section 12 consists of RAM etc., and functions as a working area at 
the time of performing various control programs. The program store section 13 memorizes the 
various programs which consist of ROMs etc. and are performed with facsimile apparatus 10. A 
control unit 14 consists of actuation switches etc., and in case the various functions of facsimile 
apparatus 10 are chosen, it is used. A display 15 consists of liquid crystal display panels etc., and it is 
used in order to display a selectable function or to display a transmitting partner. The image read 
station 16 consists of scanners etc., and it is used in order to read the image data which should 
transmit. Moreover, the image output section 17 consists of printers etc., and it is used in order to 
carry out the printed output of the image to the recording paper etc. using the received data. 
[0022] The image data storage section 18 consists of RAM etc., and memorizes temporarily the 
image data which carried out memory reception. This image data storage section 1 8 includes the 
unspecified receiving box 183 which memorizes the box 181 for an urgent output which memorizes 
the image data which should be outputted instancy, two or more confidential boxes 182a and 182b 
which memorize the image data by which confidential reception was carried out, --, the image data 
which received from the unspecified transmitting person. 

[0023] It consists of a CPU, RAM, etc., a specific transmitting person's transmitting person 
information is set up in order to distinguish the image data which should be memorized in the above- 
mentioned box 181 for an urgent output according to the transmitting person of the image data 
concerned, and the specific transmitting person setting storage section 19 memorizes this. Drawing 2 
shows an example of the specific transmitting person information memorized by this specific 
transmitting person setting storage section 19. As shown in this drawing, in this operation gestalt, it 
is considering as the specific transmitting person who transmits the image data which should 
correspond the transmitting persons XXX, YYY, and ZZZ immediately, and these transmitting 
persons' XXX, YYY, and ZZZ FAX number (telephone number) is memorized. 
[0024] The reception-control section 20 consists of CPUs etc., and performs processing which stores 
the image data which received in one box of the image data storage sections 18. About the reception 
by this reception-control section 20, it mentions later. 

[0025] The output timing setting storage section 21 consists of a CPU, RAM, etc., sets up the timing 
which outputs the image data memorized in one box of the image data storage sections 18, and 
memorizes this. Drawing 4 shows an example of the output timing memorized by this output timing 
setting storage section 21 . As shown in this drawing, in this operation gestalt, the image data 
memorized in the box 181 for an urgent output is set up so that it may output instancy. Moreover, the 
image data which outputted the image data memorized by confidential box A182a when there were 
directions of the output by P which is the user of this confidential box A182a, and was similarly 
memorized by confidential box B182b is set up so that it may output, when there are directions of 
the output by Q which is this confidential box B 182b user. Moreover, the image data memorized in 
the unspecified receiving box 183 is set up so that it may output, when there are directions which 
output the image data of this unspecified receiving box 183. 

[0026] The output-control section 22 consists of CPUs etc., and performs processing to which the 
image data memorized in each box of the image data storage section 1 8 is made to output in the 
image output section 17 according to the output timing set up and memorized by the output timing 
setting storage section 21. About output processing by this output-control section 22, it mentions 
later. 

[0027] The data elimination control section 23 consists of CPUs etc., and in case it carries out output 
processing of the image data memorized in the unspecified receiving box 183, it performs processing 
eliminated without carrying out the printed output of the image data judged by the user to the detail 
paper etc. if it is not necessary to carry out a printed output to the detail paper etc. This elimination 
processing is later mentioned in accordance with output processing by the output-control section 22. 
[0028] The communications control section 24 is a communication device containing a modem etc., 
and a predetermined signal is transmitted and received among other facsimile apparatus through 
telecommunication circuits, such as the telephone line and ISDN, (communication link). In the 
transmitting person information which shows the transmitting person who transmitted this image 
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data with the transmitted image data, and confidential reception, this communications control section 
24 also receives the confidential box assignment information (sub-address information) that 
confidential box 182a and 182b— are specified. 

[0029] In addition, each above-mentioned CPU, and ROM and RAM may be the things according to 
individual, respectively, or they may be constituted so that the same thing may be properly used at 
any time according to a control program. 

[0030] Next, the reception procedure in this facsimile apparatus is explained using the flow chart 
shown in drawing 3 . 

[0031] Reception is started when the communications control section 24 receives the Request to 
Send from transmitting-side equipment (step SI). As transmitting person information which shows a 
transmitting person, the FAX number (telephone number) of transmitting-side equipment unites, and 
is transmitted to this Request to Send. Moreover, in confidential transmission and reception, the 
confidential box assignment information for specifying confidential box 182a of this facsimile 
apparatus that is receiving-side equipment, and 182b— is also united and transmitted. 
[0032] If a Request to Send is received, the reception-control section 20 will distinguish whether it is 
what the communication link concerned should carry out confidential reception by whether 
confidential box assignment information is included in the Request to Send (step S3). When it is 
distinguished that it is the communication link which should be carried out confidential reception, 
YES) and the reception-control section 20 carry out memory reception of the image data which be 
specified according to confidential box assignment information and which shifts and is transmitted to 
that confidential box 182a and 182b— at the (step S3. And reception is completed when a series of 
communication links are completed. 

[0033] On the other hand, when the communication link concerned was not confidential reception 
and it is distinguished, NO) and the reception-control section 20 carry out comparison collating at 
the (step S3 with the transmitting person information (refer to drawing 2 ) which shows the specific 
transmitting person memorized by the specific transmitting person setting storage section 19 in the 
transmitting person information received with the Request to Send, and it distinguishes [ whether the 
transmitting person of the communication link concerned is a specific transmitting person, and ] 
(step S7). When it is distinguished that the transmitting person of the communication link concerned 
is a specific transmitting person, YES) and the reception-control section 20 carry out memory 
reception of the image data transmitted in the box 181 for an urgent output at the (step S7 (step S9). 
In this way, since it is set as the box 181 for an urgent output so that the image data of the box 181 
for an urgent output may be outputted instancy in the output timing setting storage section 21 if 
memory reception of the image data is carried out (refer to drawing 4 ), the output-control section 22 
carries out the printed output of the image data which carried out memory reception to the recording 
paper etc. by the image output section 17 (step SI 1). And reception treatment is completed when the 
printed output of image data is completed. 

[0034] On the other hand, when the transmitting person of the communication link concerned was 
not a specific transmitting person and it is distinguished, NO) and the reception-control section 20 
carry out memory reception of the image data transmitted in the unspecified receiving box 183 at the 
(step S7 (step SI 3). In addition, in carrying out memory reception in the unspecified receiving box 
183, in order to use for output processing of the image data of the unspecified receiving box 183 
mentioned later, as shown at drawing 6 , formal data, such as receiving time, transmitting person 
information (FAX number), and receiving number of sheets, are memorized with image data. In this 
way, reception is completed when a series of communication links are completed. 
[0035] As mentioned above, the image data by which memory reception was carried out is outputted 
to the box 181 for an urgent output instancy. On the other hand, the image data by which memory 
reception was carried out at confidential box 182a and 182b— is outputted, when there are output 
directions by the user of each confidential box 182a and 182b— as it sets in the output timing setting 
storage section 21 and sets up and memorizes (refer to drawing 4 ). 

[0036] Next, output processing of image data by which memory reception was carried out at this 
confidential box 182a and 182b— is explained with reference to the flow chart shown in drawing 5 . 
[0037] Output processing of image data is started by performing the output request of a confidential 
box, when [ of confidential box 182a and 182b— ] an operator presses the output request key of the 
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confidential box of a control unit 14 etc. (step S21). 

[0038] If an output request is made, the output-control section 22 will display the input request of a 
personal identification number on display 15 grade, and an operator will check [ of confidential box 
1 82a into which this personal identification number was registered beforehand, and 1 82b— / of 
confidential box 1 82a and 1 82b— ] whether the operator concerned is a normal user by whether it is 
in agreement with a normal user's personal identification number, if a personal identification number 
is inputted by the ten key of a control unit 14 etc. (step S23). When the operator concerned is judged 
not to be the normal user of confidential box 182a and 182b— (it is NG at step S23), the output- 
control section 22 is the confidential boxes 1 82a and 1 82b, after displaying the purport which the 
operator concerned judged not to be the normal user of confidential box 182a and 182b— by display 
15 grade. — The output of image data is refused (step S25), and output processing is ended. 
[0039] On the other hand, if the operator concerned is judged to be the normal user of confidential 
box 182a and 182b-- (it OKs at step S23), the operator (normal user) concerned uses the output- 
control section 22, and it specifies the confidential box which has output authority, and if the printed 
output of the image data memorized in this confidential box is carried out to the recording paper etc. 
by the image output section 17 (step S27) and this printed output is completed, it will end output 
processing. 

[0040] Next, output processing of image data by which memory reception was carried out in the 
unspecified receiving box 183 is explained with reference to the flow chart shown at drawing 7 . 
[0041] Output processing of the image data of the unspecified receiving box 183 is started by 
performing the output request of an unspecified receiving box, when an operator presses the output 
request key of the unspecified receiving box of a control unit 14 etc. (step S31). In addition, in this 
operation gestalt, not only a specific operator but all operators can perform now output processing of 
an unspecified receiving box. 

[0042] If an output request is made, the output-control section 22 will display information (refer to 
drawing 6 ), such as receiving time of each image data, and receiving number of sheets, for the 
transmitting person information (a transmitting person's FAX number) memorized in the unspecified 
receiving box 183 on display 15 grade (step S33). And the output-control section 22 checks whether 
a printed output is carried out to the recording paper etc. about each image data, or it eliminates, 
without carrying out a printed output to an operator (step S3 5). 

[0043] After checking the transmitting person information that the operator was displayed etc., when 
eliminating by the key input to a control unit 14 etc. is directed, elimination) and the output-control 
section 22 make the image data of the unspecified receiving box 183 where directions of elimination 
were made eliminate by the data elimination control section 23 at the (step S3 5. 
[0044] On the other hand, when an operator directs a printed output, output) and the output-control 
section carry out the printed output of the image data by which directions of an output were made to 
the recording paper etc. by the image output section 17 at the (step S35 (step S39). 
[0045] In this way, if the processing about a certain image data memorized in the unspecified 
receiving box 183 is completed, the output-control section 22 judges whether the processing about 
all the image data memorized in the unspecified receiving box 183 was completed (step S41), and if 
the processing about all image data is not yet completed, it will perform processing about return and 
the following image data to step S3 3. On the other hand, if processing of all image data is completed, 
output processing of the image data of the unspecified receiving box 183 will be ended. 
[0046] As mentioned above, according to this facsimile apparatus, it sets to the communication link 
which is not confidential reception. It is ******( e d) whether the transmitting person information on 
the image data which receives (FAX number) is the specific transmitting persons 1 XXX, YYY, and 
ZZZ transmitting person information memorized beforehand. If it is a specific transmitting person, 
the printed output of the image data can be carried out to the recording paper etc. to the output timing 
of the arbitration which classified and carried out memory reception and which was set as it for 
every storage box in the unspecified receiving box 1 83 when that was not right in the box 181 for an 
urgent output. That is, even if it is the case (the sub-address which shows a confidential box is not 
specified) where confidential transmission is not carried out, high operability can be acquired by 
classifying uniquely the image data which receiving-side equipment receives, and outputting these to 
each to the timing of arbitration. 
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[0047] Moreover, one of the storage boxes is used as the box 181 for an urgent output where an 
output is performed instancy, and since the transmitting person who transmits urgent data to this box 
181 for an urgent output is associated as a specific transmitting person and memorized, the high 
operability by making the image data asked for instant correspondence output instancy can be 
acquired. 

[0048] Moreover, about the image data of the unspecified receiving box 183, since it constituted so 
that it might output to the recording paper etc. when an operator did output directions for every box, 
confidential box 182a, 182b-, and, when a printed output is required, the printed output of such 
image information can be carried out. 

[0049] Moreover, since two or more specific transmitting persons can be related with the box 181 for 
an urgent output, the image data from a different transmitting person asked for the same output 
timing can be gathered in one box 181 for an urgent output, and can be made to be able to memorize, 
and, thereby, it can suppress that the number of storage boxes increases beyond the need. 
[0050] Moreover, at the time of output processing of the image data which received in the 
unspecified receiving box 183, transmitting person information is shown to an operator for every 
image data, the existence of the need for a printed output is checked, and when a printed output is 
unnecessary, the image data concerned is eliminated, without carrying out a printed output. For this 
reason, while preventing that image data without the need for an output is outputted and saving the 
detail paper etc., the loss of the time amount by outputting image data without the need for an output 
can be lost, and important image data can be outputted promptly. 

[0051] Moreover, transmitting person information can be acquired simple using the telephone 
number information of the transmitting person transmitted in the facsimile transmission and 
reception which generally mind the telephone line, without using an original protocol etc. as 
transmitting person information which shows a transmitting person, since a transmitting person's 
FAX number (telephone number) is used. 

[0052] Moreover, it is related with the image data by which confidential transmission was carried 
out. Since it is not based on transmitting person information, but memory reception is carried out, 
and image data is outputted to the specified confidential box only when [ of each confidential box 
182a and 182b- ] the user does output actuation, The confidentiality of the image data addressed to a 
user of each confidential box 182a and 182b- is securable like the conventional confidential 
transceiver function, acquiring the above-mentioned operation effectiveness by classifying the 
receiving image data according to transmitting person information. 

[0053] As mentioned above, although it was based on the operation gestalt and this invention was 
explained, the facsimile apparatus concerning this invention is not limited to the above-mentioned 
operation gestalt, and may be constituted as follows. 

[0054] (1) Although the specific transmitting person setting storage section 19 memorized only the 
transmitting person information which carries out memory reception as specific transmitting person 
information in the box 181 for an urgent output, the specific transmitting person who considers as 
the object of memory reception, respectively may be made to memorize about two or more storage 
boxes in the above-mentioned operation gestalt. 

[0055] For example, as are shown in drawing 8 , and the box 181 for an urgent output, two or more 
usual receiving box 1 84a, and 1 84b~ are prepared in the image data storage section 1 8 and it is 
shown in drawing 9 , the specific transmitting person information (FAX number) made into the 
object of memory reception of each storage box is memorized in the specific transmitting person 
setting storage section 19, and it can also constitute so that memory reception may be carried out to a 
different storage box according to a transmitting person. In this example, the image data transmitted 
by the transmitting person AAA usually to receiving box A184a The image data transmitted by the 
transmitting person BBB usually to receiving box B184b The image data transmitted by the 
transmitting persons CCC and DDD in the box 181 for an urgent output Memory reception of the 
image data transmitted by the transmitting person EEE is usually carried out in the receiving box C, 
respectively, and memory reception of the image data transmitted by the transmitting person who is 
not a these specification transmitting person is carried out in the unspecified receiving box 183. 
[0056] If it does in this way, the image data which receives can be classified for every transmitting 
person, the user of facsimile apparatus can do the printed output only of the image data from the 
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specific transmitting person who wants to carry out a printed output, and the outstanding operability 
can be acquired. 

[0057] (2) In the above-mentioned operation gestalt, although considered as the box 181 for an 
urgent output which sets one of two or more of the storage boxes as the object of an output instancy, 
it is not necessary to necessarily set up such an urgent output box 181. 

[0058] (3) In the above-mentioned operation gestalt, although it had the confidential reception 
function by having confidential box 1 82a and 1 82b- as a storage box, it is not necessary to 
necessarily have such a confidential reception function. 

[0059] (4) although it constituted so that only the unspecified receiving box 183 might unite and 
memorize transmitting person information etc. with image data in the above-mentioned operation 
gestalt - the urgent output box 181, confidential box 182a, and 182b- you may make it usually 
memorize in accordance with transmitting person information etc. also about receiving box 184a and 
184b- Furthermore, you may constitute possible [ elimination ] by the data elimination control 
section 23 also about confidential box 182a, 182b-, or the image data usually memorized by 
receiving box 184a and 184b-, without carrying out a printed output to the recording paper etc. 
[0060] (5) In the above-mentioned operation gestalt, when there were output directions from 
instancy or a user, the image data memorized in each storage box was constituted so that a printed 
output might be carried out, but as output timing which outputs the image data of each storage box, a 
predetermined day of the week and time of day are set up beforehand, and you may constitute so that 
a printed output may be automatically performed at the set-up time of day. 

[0061] (6) In the above-mentioned operation gestalt, although a transmitting person's FAX number 
(telephone number) was used as transmitting person information, if it is the information which shows 
a transmitting person, the information on arbitration can be used. For example, when transmitted 
through the Internet circuit, it is possible to use the address information on the Internet etc. 
Moreover, the address information on a FAX number and the Internet etc. may be used together by 
the transmitting person. In this case, if the transmitting person information by the FAX number 
which shows the same transmitting person, and the transmitting person information by the address 
information on the Internet etc. are related with the same storage box and memorized, the image data 
transmitted through the same transmitting person's different communication line can be put together, 
and the outstanding operability can be acquired. 
[0062] 

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, according to the facsimile apparatus concerning this 
invention, it responds to the transmitting person information received with image data. Since the 
image data which the image data which received was stored in either of two or more storage boxes, 
and was further memorized in each storage box is outputted to the recording paper etc. to 
predetermined timing for every box, Specific image data can be classified from the image data which 
received, it can output to the timing of arbitration, and, thereby, high operability can be acquired.
